Jump from abstract to methodology 
to references - and back again 
Document navigation is enhanced through 
an outline menu, formatted abstracts, and 
extensive use of hypertext links. Ovid's link- 
ing capability has in many ways made the 
electronic version of journals even more 
valuable than the print counterpart. The 
hypertext capability allows users to navigate 
throughout an article, jumping from section 
to section, viewing references in context, 
and jumping to other full-text articles. 
Searchers can connect immediately to the 
MEDLINE record for a listed reference, link 
to the full text of the reference (if available 
in Ovid), and then easily return to the first 
occurrence of the reference in the text. 


Limitations, caveats, and future 
plans 

The CBC database is presently only available 
through the Ovid Web interface, or to users 
of the Ovid Telnet client. Users of the Ovid 
Windows Client software will need to 
upgrade to version 7.0 of the software in 
order to access the CBC database. Version 


7.0 of the Ovid Windows Client is expected 
to be released early this fall. The Library 
will make this new version available as 
soon as itis received from Ovid. 


Full-text printing from outside the 
Library only 

Due to the increasing costs of paper and 
printer supplies, printing from the Ovid 
CBC Full Text database is not available 
from workstations located within the 
Library. Full-text documents can be print- 
ed from any workstation outside the 
Library. In addition, CBC documents can 
be downloaded in either ASCII-text format 
or HTML-format using the Ovid Web inter- 
face Save or E-mail features. 


Links only from the MEDLINE 
database 

At present, MEDLINE is the only Ovid 
database with hypertext links into the CBC 
Full Text documents. Future enhance- 
ments to Ovid will accomplish even 
broader integration of full-text documents 
with other Ovid bibliographic databases,

such as pictures, documents, or spread- 
sheets, to an e-mail message. 


Putting the picture in the envelope 
Any file that is not simple text (ASCII) must 
be encoded before it can be e-mailed. Then 
special formatting, such as bold, italic, bul- 
lets, or tables, are decoded after arrival. Use 
of ASCII text without formatting enables 


rapid transmission of text from one place to 
another.

To send graphics files, word processor 
documents, programs, and other files that 
consist of characters more complex than 
simple ASCII, the characters in the files must 
be temporarily turned into ASCII characters. 
This temporary change is referred to as 
“encoding” the file. When the file arrives at 
its destination, it is “decoded.” Decoding is 
the reassembling of the original characters 
into their proper sequences and the reintro- 
duction of special formatting. The three 
most popular encoding meth- 
ods, in order of popularity, are 
UUEncode, Mime, and 
BinHex. 


Who does all of this 

encoding and decoding? 

The software you use to send 

and receive 

e-mail handles the encoding and decoding 
of files. Different e-mail packages use differ- 
ent encoding/ decoding methods and the 
user is generally not aware of the process 
unless the method that’s used to encode the 
file is incompatible with the decoding 
method of the recipient’s e-mail package. 
Unfortunately, e-mail software developers 
often don’t make it easy to find out what 
method the software uses to encode and 
decode file attachments.
